FTER THE BATTLE. 

Now that another unjust union 
prifiters’ strike in Los Angeles has 
been met and crushed, there are some 
things that employers should not al- 
low themselves to forget. 

In the first place—first and fore- 
most, and above all things—it should 
not be forgotten that the men who 
came to the relief of employers must 
be protected. In a time of stress and 
trouble, when independent men were 
needed to fill the places which the 
strikers deserted without just cause, 
certain workmen’ came to the rescue. 
They were and are independent work- 
men, free Am who wear no se- 
cret labor union's collar, and who are 
tagged with no union's:-label or totem. 
They exercised their constitutional 
right to sell their labor as they 
pleased. They saved the day for the 
employers, and now that the fight is 
won and the defeated strikers are 
whining to be taken back, the men 
who won the day must not be forgot- 
ten. They must. be retained in their 
places. It would be folly on the part 
of. employers to pursue any other 
course of action. 

Moreover, the deserters must not be 
reémployed. They brazenly, boldly, 
very jauntily, and in high feather 
“walked out,” and fully expected and 
supposed that by so doing they would 
cripple their employers, injure their 
business and maybe ruin them. But 
now. that they see they can’t “make 
it stick,” they come whining and crying 
to be taken back. It would-be in- 
famous to take them back. Their 
places are filled. If they were to be 
reinstated and the new men displaced 
it would be a breach of faith on the 
part of the employers as disgraceful 
as it would be dishonorable and un- 
just. 

The last thing that must be remem- 
bered and which it would be fatal to 
forget, is that employers must now 
preserve their organization intact. The 
fight is won and it was won by organ- 
tzation, by standing together. The 
organization thus  victoriously per- 
fected must be continued if the victory 
is to be made permanent. There will 
be other strikes. The agitator and 
the jawsmith, the trouble-breeders and 
the whole tribe of disturbers and pros- 
perity-wreckers will fight again, when- 
ever they think the hour propitious. 
Their dangerous newspaper organs 
will egg them on and back them to 
whatever extent they may be able. 
Clearly, then, the thing for employers 
to do is to stand everlastingly to- 
gether against the union, in season and 
out of season, in fair weather as well 
as in foul,

ANOTHER CHANCE FOR THE PEACEMAKER. 


© CLOSE UP A MAN-TRAP. | 
“Resolved, By the Los 
Chamber of Commerce, that the Hoard 
of Supervisors be and is hereby re- 
quested to adopt at ofice such legis- 
lation as will prohibit pool-selling and 
gambling within the confines of the 
County of Los Angeles.” : 
This resolution, adopted by the di- 
rectors of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce on Wednesday, is self- 
explanatory. It is brief and to the 
‘point. It correctly voices the senti- 
ment of this community, which has 
decreed that the demoralizing features 


rest until that much-desired resul 


The Supervisors have power, if they 
choose to exercise it, to suppress 
gambling and pool-selling within the 
limits of the county, for the present 
at least. It is unquestionably the 
duty of the board to take the required 
action, for there is not the slightest 
doubt that the resolution adopted by 
the Chamber of Commerce directors 
meets the approval of practically all 
reputable people of the city and 
county. To represent the people, and 
to carry out their wishes, is the chief 
purpose for which the Board of Super- 
visors was elected. 

_ There is one way in which the Ascot 
book-makers could perhaps defeat, 
temporarily, the public will.

Other forms of gambling are for- 
bidden by law, and have been sup- 
pressed in localities where officers of 
the law were zealous in the per- 
formance of official duty. Race-track 
gambling can also be suppressed. 

A bill which would have covered the 
case was before the Legislature at its 
last session, but it was defeated by 
the powerful influences of those whose 
interests lay in perpetuating the vices 
of the race course. Since that time 
the conscience of the State has been 
aroused to the economy of this evil. 
Pressure will be brought to bear on 
the side of civic righteousness and 
decency, which the Legislature will 
hardly venture to ignore or defy. It 
will not be the pressure of race-track 
gamblers, touts and criminals. It will 
be the overwhelming pressure of hon- 
est public sentiment.

These arguments 
have been frequently advanced in 
theory, But now an actual generating 
equipuient on the lines indicated is 
being erected in Lancashire, England. 
Generating Piant at the Pit-head, 

This power station is in the midst 
of a coal field on the bank of the 
River Irwell, so that abundance of 
water for condensing purposes is ¢e- 
sured as well as an unlimited supply 
of fuel. The laying out of the plant is 
on the most modern labor-saving prin- 
ciples, the trucks from the’ pit-mouth 
being taken to the furnace by gravity 
and automatically unloaded. The bell- 
ers are of the water-tube type, with 
super-heaters. The generators are 
four vertical turbines, each develop- 
ing 2000 kilowatts. The main cables 
from the generators are fixed to the 
ceiling of the basement, being thus 
out of sight andat the same time in a 
safe and corivenient position. The cur- 
rent is sent out both by overhead 
wires and by underground cables, as 
may be found most suitable in partic- 
ular cases. A number of works, 
pecially cotton-spinning mills, have 
entered into contracts for their sup- 
plies of power from this coal-pit gen- 
erating station. progress of the 
undertaking will be watched with in- 
terest, not only in Lancashire, but 
throughout the world.
